In many places whole 
streets had disappeared, and it is hard to say where 
the different well-known buildings had stood. No 
one knew where to look for family or friends. The 
ground still heaved and tossed, bringing fresh build- 
ings to the ground at every moment, and hurrying 
innumerable victims to destruction. The people 
seeking to escape were caught in the staircases of 
their houses by falling walls, or were crushed by the 
entire house falling in on them as they crossed the 
threshold.

The Government palace and buildings, the telegraph 
offices, and the mosques, are little better than totter- 
ing ruins. Hardly a minaret in the town remains 
upright. The Frank quarter may be said to have 
suffered the least of any , but even here there is aot 
a house the walls of which do not exhibit one or 
more ominous-looking crevices. All the fissures and 
crevices run from east to west. In the industrial 
quarter hardly a house remains standing, and whole 
families of from ten to fifteen persons have perished, 
or must perish, beneath the ruins. 


IN THE COUNTRY

ROMANTIC CAREER OF SOPHIE

As Constitutional Government appears to be as 
far off as ever in Russia, the new Emperor must be 
emphatically told that he can. never retain the 
sympathy of the civilised world so long as he per- 
petuates the monstrous system of personal rule which 
Russia is sick and tired of. Christendom has been 
shocked by the scenes of wanton barbarity enacted 
on the Nihilist scaffold in St. Petersburg on Good 
Friday. The assassination of Alexander 1I., cruel 
though it was, has been more than avenged. The 
hour for Reform—sweeping Reform—has come. At 
his peril will it. be if Alexander III. further post- 
pones the day Russia is longing for. 


We are reminded of the intense earnestness and 
self-sacrifice of the Nihilists in Russia by a remark- 


| able statement in M. Rochefort’s Paris journal. It 


gives a biographical sketch as follows of Sophie 
Peroffskai, which must have been done by one who 
knew her well :— 


* She was a woman of the highest endowments 
and accomplishments, who at the age of sixteen 
devoted herself to the propaganda of Socialist doc- 
trines. For twelve years she never shrunk from any 
sacrifice, showed lack of courage, or want of presence 
of mind. She cast aside honour, wealth, ease, and 
submitted to the coarsest drudgery. She walked 
along the whole course of the Volga, her energy 
triumphing over cold, tempests, hunger, and malady. 
She felt her mission was to arouse the peasant from 
torpor, and to this end worked as a harvest-woman 
in hay and wheat fields, sometimes dressed as a man. 
She lived in miserable lodging-houses, and entered 
into workshops seeking for employment. She was 
forced into violence by persecution. ^ 'lhree years 
ago, after twenty-four months’ detention, she was 
condemned to transportation in the extreme north, 
and her sentence was executed in mid-winter. She 
contrived to drug the tea of her guards, and escaped. 
She worked her way back to St. Petersburg in a 
peasant’s dress, and then to Moscow, where she joined 
in therailway mineconspiracy. The people withw hom 
she lodged never suspected her of. being a lady, she 
went so bravely through toilsome drudgery. She had 
also lived so much with poor people as to be able to 
enter into all their ideas."

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A WESLEYAN LUMINARY. 


We regret to state that the Rev. W. Morley Punshon, 
LL.D., the well-known Wesleyan minister, died on 
Thursday, April 14, at Brixton, from bronchitis, from 
which he had been suffering for some days past. He 
went for the benefit of his health early in March on a 
Continental tour, but was taken seriously ill at Genoa, 
and his medical adviser was telegraphed for, and 
returned with Dr. Punshon to the residence of the 
latter at Brixton. 

This eloquent preacher and lecturer was born in 
in 1824, at Doncaster, where his father was a draper, 
entered in 1838 the office of his grandfather, a timber 
merchant of Hull, where he obtained a position 
beyond his years, and soon became possessed with a 
strong desire to study for the ministry. He zealously 
strove to qualify himself to fulfil this self-imposed 
task, and began hiscareer at Sunderland, in 1840, by 
undertaking the duties of a ** local preacher," a pre- 
paratory ministerial office. Four years later, after 
passing a short time as a probationer at the Wesleyan 
College, Richmond, he accepted his first pastoral 
charge in the ministry at Marden, Kent.

At the Conference of 1845 he was appointed to the 
ministry of Whitehaven, and, although only twenty- 
one years of age, his reputation was such that people 
flocked to hear him from all parts. He ministered 
in various districts besides visiting the metropolis, 
where his addresses, both from the pulpit and the 
platform, attracteá considerable attention. In 1868 
he left this country for Canada, and married his 
deceased wife's sister, who died in October, 1871. 
During his residence in the Dominion he was five 
times President of the Canadian Conference. 

Dr. Punshon returned to England in 1873, and m 
July, 1874, he was elected President of the Wes- 
leyan Conference for the ensuing year. Many of 
his sermons and lectures, published since his 
removal to London in 1858, are very popular, espe- 
cially the lectures on “John Bunyan” and the 
“ Huguenots.” Dr. Punshon has also published a 
small volume of poems. Our portrait of this great 
Wesleyan leader will be treasured by many who 
valued the man whose remains now rest in Norwood 


Cemetery.

The discovery, 
though really a torpedo, is peculiarly adopted for the 
purpose of destroying torpedo-boats. Hence tle 


| title adopted for it, ** The Torpedo- Boat Destroyer.” 


The new torpedo, which in form resembles a huge 
cigar, is in fact a simple and effective water rocket. 
By a simple device the speed of the tor] elo increases 
as it travels, a fact which only needs mentioning to 
be recognised as of the very first importance. Itis so 
constructed as to be capable of following a hori- 
zontal path through the water, or one in which the 
trajectory, being inverted, as compared with that of a 
like body in air, enables it to attack a torpedo-boat 
or other hostile vessel below the bilge. lt carries A 
head of dynamite, or other explosive, which is fired 
by percussion ; and it can be exploded by fuse in case 
the object aimed at is not struck. These missiles may 
be made of any size and destructive power. Their 
range and speed are capable of almost indefinite 
adjustment within certain limits. The invertor 
proposes to discharge them through rocket tubes 
held by the point in a hall-and-socket joint in the 
sides of war-vessels below the water-line, by whic 
means they may be propelled at various angles to
